PRAGUE (AP) — Alexander Dubcek, the popular 
leader whose drive for moi'e freedom brought Soviet 
tanks to Prague, was ousted Thursday as chief of the 
Czechoslovak Communist party. 

The party's UO-member cen¬ 
tral committee, meeting in cri- - — 

sis session, named Gustav 
Husak, the tough pro-Moscow 
Slovakian party chief, to suc¬ 
ceed *t>ubcek as first secretary. 

Amid tension over the power 
shuffle, Prague ra<fio announced 
a nationwide police crackdown 
on “criminal omI anti-social ele¬ 
ments" was carried out 
Wednesday night. More than 
3,000 persems were questioned. It 
said, and 111 detained for "var¬ 
ious criminal deeds." 

OcMivoys carrying hundreds 
of Czechoslovak soldiers 
moved into Prague hours later 
and the capital's airport was 
mysteriously shut down. 

The scene in the capital was 
reminiscent of the tension- 
packed hours that preceded the 
Snviet-bloc invasion last August, 
spawned by Dubcek's refusal to 
knuckle under to Soviet dic¬ 
tates. 

LED REFORMS Dubcck 

D<A>cek, 47. became party 
chief 13^1 months ago and led 
the country on a course of polit¬ 
ical and economic reforms that 
aroused Moscow's suspicions, 
anger and finally its armed in¬ 
vasion last August. 

Prague radio and television, 
announcing the change in lead¬ 
ership. said Dubcek was re¬ 
lieved at his own request. 

President Ludvlk S v o b o d a 
then addressed the nation and 
appealed to ail Czechoalovaks to 
support the changes He was 
fnllowed on the television screen 
by Husak. 

NOT A UBERAL 

Though he spent six years in 
prison—1954 to 1960—during 
Czechoslovakia’s Stalinist era, 

Husak, 55, is not regarded as a 
liberal. He has been outspoken 
in hit (^position to anti-Soviet 
protests which had angered 
Moacow in recent weeks.

T here is no real alternative in Europe to the 
maintenance of the North Atlantic Treaty Organi- 
Eation. 

That is the consensus eeen in the capitals of the 
West—with the ^sible exception of Ottawa, vriiere 
Prime Minister Pierre Trudeau still wresties with the 
problem of foreign and defence policies and a 
worrisome ambiguity in the definition of earii. 

Mr. Fi’ani: Giles, the London Sunday Times’ 
distinguished commentator, argues that the Soviet 
Union’s actions in Czechoslovakia have darkened the 
prospect of any pc«sU)le reunification of Europe, and 
that this, In turn, means that attempts to bring about 
mutual military miuctloiw among the NATO and 
Warsaw Pact countries, are virtually doomed to 
failure. 

As long as Moscow needs troops to subdue a 
satellite, says Mr. Giles, the lofty vision (President 
Charles de Gaulle’s) of a Europe united from the 
Atlantic to the Urals "seems farther off today than 
ever It was." 

This point of view probably explains why* the 
Soviet sugg^tion for Eurc^an conversations aimed 
tomrds a detente is looked upon so warily. For In 
many capitals there is a suspicion that where 
European governments are concerned, the SovlK 
Union fears the friendship of Western nations more 
than It docs their enmity. 

The London Dally Telegraph hu this to say: 
“NATO ministers in Washington ... are approving 
detente talks with Russia at the very moment \iiien 
Marshal (Andrei) Grechko’s fist is poised brutally 
ovCT the now almost prostrate body of CEechoslovakla. 
This is a sad commentary on the decline of the 
Western alliance..." 

The Financial Times points out that “the greater 
the chance of an understanding between & big 
powers, the greater tlie obii^tlon of the members of 
NATO to stand together. If NATO is allowed to 
disintegrate the tendency will be for every country- 
including Gennany—to demand its own nuclear 
weapons. The world would then become an even more 
dangerous place than it Is already." 

These several attitudes show pretty clearly the 
concern for continuing NATO strength. But thi^ do 
not constitute an argument of any validity against 
conversations with the Warsaw Pact countries wdiich 
the NATO nations have decided would provide a 
possible formula for a detente. 

It Is not suggested, however, that NATO can 
afford to relax from Its defensive position. Indeed, It 
would be wise to present the most formidable possible 
front and the fullest solidarity in any developing 
contacts with Its Eastern neighbors. Strength, more 
than anything else, will impress the Kremlin. 

With this strength, bom of unity, the Western 
powers have no cause to hesitate when the Soviet 
Union and its allies offer to talk. It would be as great a 
folly to refuse such an overture as to allow NATO 
strength to diminish in an atmc»phere of false 
optimism. 

f Mr. Trudeau does not agree, of course, or he 
w|iild hardly hax'e taken the decision he has to reduce 
tM Onadian commitment and to this extent rupture 
hSTO solidarity.

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Forests Marked in Duncan Arms 


DUNCAN — Letters patent, granting Duncan's 
coat of arms and crest have been issued. They will 
be presented to the dty shortly by Lt.-Gov. John 
Nicholson. 

The arms have been given as a memorial to a 
foiTOer Duncan and Cowichan district resident Dr. 
Henry Peter Swan. 

Dr. Swan’s younger son. Conrad, is York 
Herald at London’s College of Arms where the let* 
ters patent have been authorized. 

* * * 

The shield in the coat-of-arms is silver-colored, 
bearing three Douglas fir trees which rise from a 
gi^assy mount. 

“These indicate the importance of lumbering to 
the area of which Duncan is the centre.” said J. C. 


G. George, principal secretai-y to the York Herald. 

“The cones are rendered gold in token of the 
basic wealth in this natural asscl. At the base of the 
centre tree is an antique crnssHnw in recognition of 
the labors of the pioncen? of the district. 

“Aa*oss the bottom of the shield, is symbolic 
water for the Cowichan. River and in this swims a 
salmon as an allusion to the many natural sports of 
the area. 

* * * 

"Acros-s the upper part of the shield — called a 
chief in heraldry — is a red band, This has three 
indentations on its lower edge to recall thi-ee well- 
known.fiatural features of the Cowichan district — 
Mount ackers, Prevost and Tzoukalem, 

“In the centre of the red band an ox’s head 
symbolizes the agncultural activities of the area.” 


The arms also incorporates Duncan’s color of 
red, white and blue and bears the motto—“Unity 
and progress.” 

Dr. Swan was a physician and surgeon in the 
area after the First World War, when he lived on 
Kenneth Street. 

His wife, Edna assisted with a number of chari* 
table causes in the Duncan area. She lives in Suf¬ 
folk, England. 

Dr. Swan was born In Vancouver in 1892. The 
family arrived in British Columbia from Poland- 
Lithuania which was then part of the Russian 
empire. 

The family name wa.s originally Swiecicki and 
was subsequently changed to Swan.
